







Jews and Integration 


i Read what the Jews themselves say 
about integration and then ask your- 
self; IS INTEGRATION JEWISH? -€ 


Every rabbi in Norfolk has spoken forth 
frem his pulpit that integration is decent, 
human, moral, American, and Jewish. Rabbi 
Jeseph Goldman in The National Jewish 
Pest and Opinion, Jan 9, 1959, p 11. 


Rabbi Joseph Goldman told me that he 
was amazed at the viewpoint of the Jews as 
contrasted to those of the non-Jews. He 
said that almost without exception, the Jews 
were for integration in the schools, while 
the non-Jews were just as united in the 
opposing view against school integration. 
We found that the Jews were not taking a 
position in the matter. The Negroes and those 
whe feel that the schools should be inte- 
grated have the feeling that the (local) 
Jewish groups are being traitors. The rumor 
was.going around at the time that Arthur 
B. Spingarn, the president of the National 
‘Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People, was Jewish. I was asked if it were 
true, with a sense of relief that bordered 
almost on a life-and-death question when I 
replied in the negative (!!!). From the people 
who xeally took down their hair and were 
willing to confide to me, I learned that most 
of the Southern Jews in Norfolk were 
opposed to school integration, Editor Gabriel 
Cohen. in NJPO, Dec. 26, 58, p 10.

From what we can observe, it seems that 
the Jewish homeowner, when he sees Negroes 
moving into his area, takes flight. This has 
happened over and over again in many a 
city; The glib way in which a Northern Jew 
will condemn a Southern Jew is sheer hypo- 
eriy.: Ed. Cohen in NJPO, Feb 20, 1959, 
p: 10: 

“A leading Southern rabbi charged: “Tt is 
characteristic of the attitude of the American 
Jewish Congress that legislation may be used 
not only to enforce accepted ethical principles 
and- constitutional law, but also to compel 
people, despite their objections and protest, 
to behave in accordance with the desires 
and the objectives of groups like the Amer- 
ican Jewish Congress.” The rabbi (William 
S..Malev) also rejected “any claim on the 
part of the National ‘defense’ organization to 
impose martyrdom upon the unwilling Jews 
ef the South and to bask in their reflected 
glory of their self-sacrifice. No one has the 
right to mar tyr somebody else for the cause 
he believes in,” the rabbi bade the “defense” 
‘leaders “to come down South and try it 
_ (martyrdom) for themselves” if they think 
so much of it. NJPO, Jan 9, 1959, p 3.

Yet, he adds, “it is an open secret that the 
Court was impelled by the exigencies of 
world politics rather than forced by internal 
compulsions.” Asking what can be accom- 
plished by a desegregation that is forced upon 
an unwilling dominant majority, Simonoff 
asserted that he had come “to the conclusion 
that the colored students are happier, or at 
least more relaxed,

ALL JEWISH GROUPS URGED TO 
CONSULT ON INTEGRATION 


The view that consultation between all the 


Jewish agencies and the Jews of all parts 


of the U. S. on problems involved in the 
school integration fight was desirable was 
expressed by several speakers at the 17th 
plenary session here of the National Com- 
munity Relations Advisory Council. The 
NCRAC is the over-all Jewish agency in- 
volved in community relations work. National

Delegates from 18 western states to the 
annual Jewish War Veterans convention here 
Sunday approved a resolution endorsing 
Negro. sit-in demonstrations in the South. 
The members also called on the individual 
states to enact group libel laws to protect 
religious and racial minorities from defam- 
ation, libel and slander. Nevada State Journ-

RABBIS SUPPORT INTEGRATION 

The Reform Rabbinate came out square- 
ly for integration in schools at the 69th 
annual convention of the Central Conference 
of American Rabbis. The rabbis indorsed a 
resolution submitted by the Joint Social 
Action Commission and urged Jews in all 
parts of the country to use their influence in 
their communities to make the integration 
decision of the Supreme Court effective.

“Earlier, I said that the Desegregation De- 
cision of the Supreme-Court was one of the 
major events of the year affecting OUR work. 
This historic ruling is a significant high 
water mark in the battle against discrimin- 
ation on racial, religious and ancestral 
grounds—A battle in which THE AMERI- 
CAN JEWISH COMMITTEE has long been 
among those LEADING the ASSAULT. It 
was most fitting therefore that WE were 
VERY CLOSELY INVOLVED with the 
Supreme Court decision. Not only were WE 
active, along with other organizations, in the 
filing of an AMICUS brief, but WE CONTRI- 
BUTED MATERIALLY to the SOCIAL 
THEORY upon which the desegregation 
decision was based. The ruling, you know, 
gave great weight to SOCIOLOGICAL and 
PSYCHOLOGICAL factors. It was from the 
Mid-Century White House Conference on 
Children and Youth, headed by Melvin A. 
Glasser, that MUCH of the SOCIAL THE- 
ORY which INFLUENCED THE COURT'S 
DECISION EMERGED. The fact finding 
studies from which this THEORY developed 
probably WOULD NOT HAVE BEEN MADE

hiring Negro workers last and firing them 

first, of denying them opportunities for ad- 

vancement as skilled workers, or of employ- 

ment as white-collar workers or professionals. 

A federal FEPC, strictly enforced, can help ' 
prevent the corporations from pitting one 

group of workers against another and from 

reducing wage standards for all workers. 


We further urge federal legislation to out- 
law poll-taxes and all restrictions on regis- 
tration, voting and election activity which 
operate to disfranchise the Negro citizen in 
the South. 


We urge federal civil rights legislation and 
executive and administrative orders to out- 
law lynching, segregation and Jim Crow. We 
urge an immediate end to segregation in the 
educational system, health and hospital- 
ization services, in transportation and hous- 
ing, in meeting houses and public parks in the 
South and throughout the land. 


We call upon wage workers, working farm- 
ers, the Negro people, small business and 
professional people, upon the women and the 
youth, to join hands in a common fight 
against the ravages of economic depression, 
against the menace of McCarthyism—for 
jobs, peace, equal rights and democracy. We 
urge support for the anti-depression demands 
of the A.F. of L. and C.I.O., for the pro- 
gressive farm demands of the National Farm- 
ers’ Union, for the democratic demands of 
the National Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People, for every proposal, 
every action, which can help save our people | 
from threatening economic ruin, fascism, and 
war.
